of accidents is driving in 
wrong 
Rutherford. He pointed out that 
National Safety Council  statis- 
tics show driving on the wrong 
side of the road to be the second 
most frequent violation reported 
in traffic mishaps. 

He listed these rules for safe 
driving: 

1. Drive to the right of the 
center line. On three-lane roads 
never drive in the far left lane, 
and on four-lane roads, never drive 
to the left of the center. 

2. Drive to the left on a two- 
lane read, in the center lane on 
a three-lane road, or in the lane 
next to the center on a four-lane 
road only to overtake and pass 
a slower moving vehicle, and then 
only when you are sure that every- 
thing is clear. 

3. On multiple lane roads, drive 
in one lane. Don’t change from 
one lane to another without look- 
ing gack and on both sides.. Be 
sure a car is not overtaking you 
at the side and to the rear—a 
blind spot in many automobiles. 

4. ~ In some areas it is legal 
to overtake and pass on the right, 
but this is not a universal rule. 
Even where it is legal, it should 
be done with care because many 
drivers are not expecting it.

nrea, 1.7 feet and San Fernando 
basin 2.7 feet.

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Emergency in Public Education in 
State Still Exists, Figures Show 


At the last general election, when a referendum to 
establish a minimum salary for California teachers was 
Being considered, much was heard about the lack of suffi- 
cient teachers and overcrowded conditions in not only local 
Schools but throughout the state as well. But since the pass- 


age of the $2400 salary minimum, not much public attention 


has been focused on the situation. 
Some figures released by the Sierra Educational News 


“this <month show that the “emergency” in education still 


exists. School boards everywhere are tackling the problems 
as well as they can under the circumstances. But apparently 
a lot still remains to be done. 

Here are the facts as compiled by the educational 


1. Double sessions were required for more than 102,000 
California pupils last school year. 

2. California schools were short nearly 7,000 class- 
rooms a year ago. The need now is even greater. 

3. So-called impoverished districts alone now need 
$200,000,000 to build necessary classrooms. 

4. More than 11,000 emergency credentials issued in 
California this school year. 

5. Birth-rate booming; 
that of 1940. 

6. State’s population has increased 2,500,000 in seven 
years. 

There you have some of the problems that schools in 
our state must contend with and with the growing influx 
of people from the east, it is obvious that the situation 
isn't going to improve unless something is done. The school 
boards are limited in what they can do unless we our- 
selves join them in finding an equitable solution. 

To do this we must all take more active interest in our 
local systems, not only the elementary institutions but those 
at Chaffey as well. We may well be reaching an important 
turning point in public education in California. It is im- 
portant that the public be informed at all times of what is 
going on, particularly at Chaffey where for some time there 
seemed to be a dearth of “information.” The public has a 
right to know what is going on in ali institutions for which 
it pays taxes year after year. And not until all the facts 
are known can this increasing problem of providing edu- 
cation for all those who desire it be solved.
